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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate voted today to put a 
health-care plan for the aged 
into the Social Security system. 


The vote was 49 to 44. 
It was the first time the plan,

World War I 
Hero, Sgf. York 
Is Dead at 76

NASHVILLE, Tennn. (AP) - 


Sgt. Alvin C. York, legendary 
doughboy hero of World War I, 
died today. The old soldier, who 
battled crippling illnesses for a 
decade, was 76. 


The sharpshooting native of 


Tennessee 
hill 
country 
was 


credited 
with single-handedly 


killing 25 Germans and captur- 
ing 132 others in one day's fight- 
ing in the Argonne Forest in 
France in 1918. He was award- 
ed the Medal of Honor, and won 
lasting fame. 


York entered Veterans Hospi- 


tal here Aug. 29. Death came at 
10:40 a.m. 


It was his third trip to the 


hospital this year and the last 
of a dozen hospitalizations in the 
past two years. 


His final illness 
was de- 


scribed as an accute infection 
of the urinary tract. He had 
been in a coma almost since 
admittance. 


His wife, Gracie, and his five 


sons and two daughters, 
had 


maintained a bedside vigil.

Jet Pilot Shot 
Down Escapes 
Red Prison

BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) — 


U.S. 
Navy jet pilot Charles F. 


Klusmann, 
shot down three 


months ago by Laotian Com- 
munists, has escaped from his 
barbed wire prison and reached 
the safety of an American air 
base at Udorn, in friendly Thai- 
land. 


After 
receiving preliminary 


medical attention, food 
and 


clean clothing, the 30-year-old 
lieutenant was flown today to an 
undisclosed destination. 


Details of the escape have not 


yet been made public. 


The U.S. Embassy in Bangkok 


said Klusmann was being flown 
to thcUnitcd States. 


At their home in San Diego, 


Calif., Klusmann's wife, Sarah, 
said she was "absolutely elat- 
ed" but not surprised by his es- 
cape. "What I said in the begin- 
ning of all this was that if any- 
one can get out, he can," she 
said. "He has been through tho 
survival school that all Navy 
aviators go through." 


The embassy said Klusmann 


appeared to be "in relatively 
good physical condition." The 
escape was first disclosed by 
the White House in Washington 
Tuesday afternoon.

10 Years Old 
Now on Trial 


CLARENDON, Ark. (AP) —'. 


Paul Louis Beckwith, 42, a Ne- 
gro, goes on trial today for first 
degree murder in the 10-year-old 
slaying of Mrs. Sue Fuller of 
Brinkley, who died Dec. 12, 1954 
from a blow on the head.

Beckwith, one of the original 


suspects, was charged with the 
killing two years ago. Police, 
said an undercover agent was 
placed in his prison cell in Mis- 
souri and obtained details of the 
slaying. 


Beckwith was serving a sev- 


en-year term ior rape at Jeffer- 
son City, 


He was put in County Jail here 


to await trial, and for almost 
two years his attorneys fought 
bringing the case to court be- 
cause Beckwith was not brought 
to trial within three terms of 
court. 


His attorneys also argued that 


procedures followed by Prosecu- 
tor W. M. Lee of Clarendon, who 
filed 
an information against 


Beckwith, were unlawful and de- 
prived Beckwith of due process 
of the law. 


The state Supreme Court held 


that he must stand trial. 


Beckwith was among more

Election 
Procedures 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-A sur- 


vey of county election officials 
concerning election procedures 
shows county officials are try- 
ing to comply .with stale laws 
Ihe Arkansas Election Research 
Council said Monday. 


John Haley, a Little Rock at- 


torney who is director of the 
council, released the results. 
\ The 
questionnaires 
wfrre 


mailed Aug. 7 to county clerks, 
.sheriffs and election commis- 
sioners throughout the 
state. 


Haley said 94 of the 375 ques- 
tionnaires were returned. 


This, ho said, represented 28 


per cent of all officials queried 
and represented 59 of the state's 
75 counties. Haley said he felt 
(he response to the questions in- 
dicated officials are trying to 
"conduct honest and efficient 
elections. 


A number of deficiencies were 


pointed out, Haley said. 


He said replies indicated there 


was widespread violation of a 
stale law requiring that votes 
not be counted until the polls 
close. 


Twenty-five per cent of'the re-' 


plies received said that votes 
were being counted before the 
polls close and on the basis of 
this, Haley said, 20 per cent of 
all counties have some precincts 
counting early. 


Replies from 54 counties indi- 


cated that those counties did not 
have Voting booths as required 
by law. Only three replies indi- 
cated the presence of booths. 


Twenty-one of the replies said 


ballot. boxes were locked, Hal- 
ey said, while 21 said they were 
not and two replied "some- 
times." 
•Legal-procedures are general- 


ly followed in the counting of 
ballots, he said, though some 30 
replies showed there were some 
alterations or "improvements" 
to the procedures authorized by 
law. 


•Haley said confusion was al- 
most universal on the disposition 
of voter lists and the certifica- 
tion of election results. 


' "In many cases," he said, 
"the only available copies of 
voter lists are sealed up in the 
ballot boxes, thus requiring a 
court orde^r to obtain what is 
supposed to be readily available 
public information. 


"Without A readily obtainable 


copy of the voter list," he said, 
ah interested citizen cannot de- 
termine if there were any in- 
stances of double voting unless 
he is willing to institute court 
action."

That cash in- 
crease would be greater for 
most present beneficiaries than 
the 7 per cent of Long's propos- 
al, but would cost less in the 
long run. 


The revised proposal carries 


hospitalization, nursing home, 
outpatient diagnostic and home 
health visits.

kansas Inventors Congess and 
Space Symposium here Oct. 30.

velopment Commission in spon- 
soring the event, with a host 
of state and federal organiza- 
tions as participants. 


James E. Webb, administrator 


of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, will.be a 
featured speaker. An astronaut 
will appear, and some 200 in- 
ventors will have exhibits at the 
conference.

WASHINGTON (AP) — T\vo 


events over which he has no 
control are piling up on Prosi- 
,dent Johnson and may hurt him 
in this campaign: Negro riots .in 
'northern cities and Mie develop- 
ing chaos in South Viet Nmn. 


As the docility of the recent 


Democratic convention demon- 
strated, Johnson is a master ar- 
ranger who pays fastidious at- 
tention to details to make events 
turn out as he wants. 


But the racial outbreaks here 


and the Buddhist-Catholic- stu- 
dent riots in South Viet Nam arc 
beyond his reach. He can't turn 
the water on or off in cither 
case. 


Even the reasons for the Ne- 


gro violence and looting in sev- 
en different towns and cities in 
the past 
few weeks arc not 


clear. They burst after minor 
episodes, like an argument, over 
a bottle of whisky. 


This hardly seemed an excuse 


for what followed. 


Perhaps they were truly and 


purely spontaneous reactions to 
the accumulated pressures from 
the frightful living conditions of 
the Negro in some sections of 
American cities. 


Perhaps the reasons, since no 


one yet can claim to know the 
full truth of them, were more 
sinister. There is the possibili- 
ty the Negro disorders were in- 
stigated 
by 
individuals 
and 


forces not yet discovered.

zled Presidents Eisenhower and 
Kennedy before him: How to es- 
tablish stability in this southeast 
corner of Asia while working to 
defeat the North Vietnamese 
Communists' attempt to take it 
over by force. 


After years of effort, billions 


of dollars in aid, and loss of 
more than 200 American lives, 
the situation there is worse 
right now than it has ever been. 
The country seems to be disinte- 
grating. 


It has now had three govern- 


ments in less than a year, 


If South Viet Nam falls apart 


much further, Johnson will have 
to decide whether to pull Ameri- 
can help and forces out; put 
American troops into direct ac- 
tion against the Communists; or 
seek some kind of negotiated 
settlement. 


Not one of the three moves is 


likely to help Johnson in the j 
election although anyone in his 
place would face the same prob- 
lem. 


If Americans pulled out, the 


Communists would take over. 
That would put Viet Nam under 
Red China's wing, with all the 
rest of Southeast Asia in dan- 
ger.
